TH E Ifle of Thanet, Tenet, Tened, or Tanet Land, 
u fuppofed to derive its name either from the 
Britifli word Tan, or from the Saxon Tene, both of 
which fignify Fire : For as this part, from its detached 
lituation, was expofqd to the frequent ravages of the 
Danes, and other Pirates ; beacons were erected upon 
the higheft places on the Ifland, to announce their. 
approach, and alarm the country. 

, This Ifland is fituated on the North Eaftern extremity 

of Kent, from which County it is feparated by the, river 

Stour, or JVant/um, over which there are two bridges $

one at Sarre, where the ferry anciently was, and the 
other at Sandwich. Thfc low ground between Sandwich 
and Reculver, through which this river paffes, was 
formerly overflowed by the fea, and fhips from the 
coaft of France are faid to have failed this way to 
London inflead of going round the North- Foreland. 
In the time of the venerable Bede, this eftuary was 
near eight furlongs over ; but the fea having gradually 
receded for a courfe of age§, it has now left an exten- 
five level, which at this time affords rich pafturage for 
cattle. 

The length of the Ifle of Thanet from Eaft to Weft, 
extending from the North-Foreland to Sarre, is about 
eleven miles, and its breadth from North to South 
about nine. It contains within its limits ten pari(hes t 
but of the churches feven only remain j Woodchurch, 
Sane, and Stonar, being long fince decayed* 

It is divided into two manors, My nftre, and Monkton ; 
by a narrow flip of land left unplowed, called 'by the 
people of this Ifland a Linch, but in x>ther parts of 
* England a Bali ; which goes quite acrofs the Ifland, 
from Weftgate, by Woodchurch and Cleve Court, to . 
Seherreves Court 5 it is named St. Mildred's Linch.

The Ifland on its upper part to the Eaft and North, 
is feparated from the ocean by a perpendicular cliff of 

chalk, 
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* chalk, which is generally lofty. The foil is dry and the 
air remarkably pure, the wind blowing off the Tea from 
three quarters ol the compafs. The country is open 
and its furface*level, but not fo much (b as to offend 
the eye, which on the contrary, is in, the fummer 
delighted with the view of floping fields, overfpread 
with the pink bloffoms of the fainfoin, whofe vivid 
colours are relieved by the variegated verdure of the 
corn. 

The inhabitants are healthy, and the falubrity of the 
fea air tends to make them long lived, whilft the plenty 
of fifti renders them wonderfully prolifick. To men- 
tion any particular inflances of longevity, is not necef- ' 
fary, but it may be fufficient to fay, in confirmation of 
the former remark, that many inhabitants of Margate, 
and other towns in the ifland, are now living, more 
than ninety years old, and the number of children 
which meet the eye of the traveller, abundantly con- 
firm the truth of the latter obfervation. 

Xhe Roads about this Ifland we're formerly intricate, 
and being intended only for carts and waggons; were 
unfit for more delicate carriages j but to the credit of 
the inhabitants, they have been of late years greatly 
improved, and are now made fo commodious, that 
although theref^ are no turnpikes, the^ traveller in 
Thanet yrill npt find any want of that ufeful inftitution.

It may with truth be faid, that the rides in this Ifland, 
are as agreeable as in any part of England ; and there 
being ver) few fences in the neighbourhood of Margate, 
when the ha/veft is in, the whole of the adjacent 
eountry may be parted over at pleafure; the views 
witli which the eye is delighted are admirably fine and 
extenfive, the objefcls various and grand, and the very 
high ftate of cultivation in the Ifland, appears rather 
the delicate work of the gardener, than the effeft of 
the more enlarged induftry of the farmer. 

Near the coaft, the foil is manured by a compoft or 
mixture of fand\ fra weed, and dung, great crops being 
obtained Irom land drefled in this manner. The 
farmers fupply the want of natural pafluie in the upper 
parts ot'tbe ifjand, by fowing clover, fainfbin, lucerne, 
cinquetoil, trefoil, and other artifidifcl graffes, the* 
cultivation t of which, they feerfl' to Be well acquainted 
with. Canary feed is alfo produced here in great 
quantity ; and the London Market is •fupplied with 
the feeds of radifh, fpinach, muftard, cabbage, and of 
all the efculcnt plants, Irom Thanet. 

The farms are in general large, and the farmers 

wealthy,' hofpitable, and intelligent; the tenants alfo 

of the fraaller^ones live very comfortably. The corn 

is either exported by* the hoys to London, and fold for 

: ready 
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ready money, or difpofed of to the millers at Margate, 
or other towns in the Ifland. 

Although the inftruments of huihandry ufed here 
differ in fome refpe&s from thofe employed in other 
parts of England, yet few places can boaft of greater 
(kill in the fcience of agriculture, nor does any fpot 
contain inhabitants more induftrious. The ingenious 
Camden gives this account of the inferior clafs of 
people in the Ifle of Thanet, which is certainly a very * 
juft one 4< They are," fays he, " a fort of amphibious 
" animals, who get their living both by fea and land, 
" as having to do with both elements, being fifhermen 
" and hufbandmen, and equally (killed in holding the 
•' helm or the plough according to the feafon* of the 
" year. They knit nets, catch cod, herrings, mackarel, 
" go voyages, and export merchahdife ; the very fame 
•• perlons dung the land, plow, fow, reap, and carry in 
" the corn." 

They are healthy able bodied people, and every 
obfervant traveller muft confefs that the vigour and 
activity of the men is if poffible exceeded by the 
delicacy of the fofter fex, the female countenance in 
this Ifland difplaying very unufual -charms. 

There are many things worthy of notice in the 
natural hiftory of this Ifland, and the rnmeralift, the, 

(pfClift, 
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foflilift, and the botanift in their TamJ>les on the fea 
fixore may each, while in purfuit of health, enjoy his 
favourite amuferaent. The pyrites, or fire ftone, may 
be r ound upon the beach in great plenty ; the echinites* 
the belemnites, with a variety of other foflils, may be 
dug * from the cliff, or picked up on the (hore ; the 
rocks are alfo covered with fea plants in great profufion, 
as wrack, Iaver, conferva, and many others; upon the 
beach flourifhes the fea poppy, orrach, white beet, 
fea wormwood, fea holly ; nor are the upper parts of 
the Ifland, or the levels of Mynftre and Monkton 
deftitute of their proportion of valuable medicinal 
plants; fuch as, agrimony, arum, water betony, bog- 
bean, bitter-fweet, vipers buglofs, field, buglofs, black 
bryony, white bryony, burdock, catmint, wild carrot, 
campion, celandine, lefler centaury, crane's-bill, colts- 
foot, crab-tree, water-crefs, cuckow- flower, cornel -tree, 
* dandelion, dock, elder, common and dwarf, eye-bright, 
fern, yellow flag, fleabane, fluellin, fumatory, goats- 
beard, golden-rod; gromwell, ground-pine, hpunds- 
tongue, harts-tongue, harts-eafe, hedge-muftard, hem- 
lock, henbane, horehound, horfe-tail, ground-ivy, ladies 
bed-ftraw, ladies finger, fpurge laurel, brook-lime, 
mallow, marfh -marigold, -wild marjoram, mugwort, 
mullein, ox-eye, wall pellitory, perficaria, plantain, 
common, ribwort, and fea, ragwort, ranunculus, reit- 
harrow,, wild rocket, worfd fage, fanicle, fpatling poppy, 
fpurry, fuccory, wild thyme, thorough-wax, flar thiftle, 
. » toads-flax 
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toads-flax, vervain, violet; willow-herb, yarrow, and 
many others whofe names woujd far exceed'the limits- 
of this publication ; one thing however it may be 
neceffary to add, that fennel grows here in fuch abun- 
dance, as to form in many places hedges ,of confidci* 
able length, and to this herb, of which the bees are 
particularly fond, is probably owing the exquiEtc 
flavour of the honey produced in the Ifle of Tbanet. 

* 

1 (hall here conclude thefe general obfervations, with 
remarking that wherever the word gaU, or flairs* 
is hereafter ufed, it means a doping waggon way,<ut 
obliquely through the cliff to the level of the beach, 
for the conveyance of fea weed to manure the land 
and other purpofes. 

Margate, orMeregate, in the parifli of St. John's, is 
the capital of the I Hand, and fituated on its Noith fide 
within a final! bay; it feems to have had its name from 
a gate, or way into the fea, juft by a little mere, now 
called the brooks. The lower part of thetdwn is in a 
valley which extends to the fea; the upper where the 
new buildings moftly are, on the fide of a hill. It was 
lately a finall town, irregularly built, and the houjes ia 
general mean and low : but in more ancient times had 
been of fuch good repute for the fifliing and" coafting 
trade, as to hold a market. It feems as if nature had 
formed a harbour at this place, the mouth of which 

juft 
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juft admitted veffels of a fmall burthen, but that fincc 
the Tea, in proportion as it has loft ground upon the 
South and Weflern parts of the Iiland, has gained up- 
on the North and Eaftern (ides, the land which formed 
this creek was in time wafhed away; and the inhabi- 
tanls were obliged to ereft a pier, left their town fhould 
be defloyed by the ocean; defending that part of it 
neareft to the water with jetties, or piles of timber. 
The harbour is pleafant, and ufed by the hoys for ex- 
porting corn to London; by the packets and yachts; 
and by other veffels of confiderable burthen, for the 
importation of coals from Newcaftle and Sunderland, 
and of deals, timber, and iron from Memel and Riga." 
An aft has been lately obtained for building a new ftone 
pier; this work, which is in great forwardnefs, will 
when completed add both to the fecurity and. beaut j 
of the town, and afford a pleafant and fpacious walk 
to fuch of the fummer vifitants, who may be defirou* 
of inhaling the falubrious and invigorating breeze* 
of the fea. The toWn is alfo to be paved and lighted, 
thirty- four refpeftable pariihioners being appointed to 
fuperintend thefe very ufeiul and neceffary operations. 

* This place is feventy three miles from London, and 
feventeen from Canterbury, is a member of the port of 
Dover, and fubjeft to it in all matters of civil jurifdic- 
tion, a <ieputy from the mayor of that Town, refiding 
at Margate, for thepurpofe of adjuftingpetty differences, 

A great 
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A great number of nobility, and perfon.s of fafhion, 
refort to Margate in the fummer, both for the enjoy- 
ment of its pure and falubrious air, and for the benefit 
of Wuhingin the Tea ; for which latter purpofe noplace 
in the. univerfe is fo well adapted, the fliore being level, 
and covered with the fin eft fand. Near the fea are 
feveral commodious bathing rooms, to which, in the 
morning the company refort, either to drink the water, 
or in turns are driven in the machines any depth into 
the fea, under the conduft of careful and experienced 
guides y ax the back of the machine is a door, through 
which the bathers defcend a few fleps into the water, 
and an umbrelta of canvafs dropping over, conceals 
them from the publick view. Upward? of thirty ot 
thefe machines are frequently employed until the rim* 
of high water ; the publick is obliged to Benjamin 
Beale, one of the people called quakers, for the inven- 
tion of them; their ftru&ure is at once Ample and 
convenient, andthe pleafures and advantages of battling 
may be enjoyed in fo private a manner as to be cori- 
fifteitt with the ftrifteft delicacy. 

Since fo many fafhionable families have reforted to 
Margate, the town has been greatly improved ; Cecil 
Square has within thefe few years beei> ere£led, whic^ 
confifts of many fpaciotw boufes and feveral good feops. 
On one of its fides is an Affembly Room, fintfhed with 
great talle and elegance, and fuppofed so be one df 

C the 
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the largeft in the kingdom. It is fituated upon an 
eminence and commands an extenfive profpeft of the 
fea; it is eighty-feven feet long, and forty-three 
broad, of a proportionable height, and richly orna- 
.mented. Adjoining to this room, are apartments for 
tea and cards, which are perfefily convenient j the 
ground floor confifts of a good billiard and coffee room, 
which join the hotel, and a large piaz2a extending the 
whole length of the building ; The number of fubfcri- 
bers to thefe rooms, amounts ufually to. above a 
thoufand. The publick amufements are regularly con- 
ducted by Mr. Le Bas, the Matter of the ceremonies. 

Befides the Royal Hotel, there is another upon the 
Parade, of equal excellence, and feveral good- inns f 
where families may be genteely accommodated until 
they have provided themfelves with lodgings agree- 
able to their wifhes. 

•' In the fine field leading to the church, Hawley 
Square is nearly completed, one corner of which is 
occupied by the Theatre Royal, the other by the new 
Library : This magnificent room, lately built by Mr. 
Hall, confifts of a fquare of forty-two feet, is f eventeen 
|eet high, and divided near the middle by a fcreen of 
columns, of the Corinthian order, which forms a kind 
of feparation of the Library from the Toy Shop. In 
the center of the latter, a dome of eighteen feet 

diameter 
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diameter arifes to the height of fixteen feet above the 
ceiling, on the top ot which is placed an oflagon 
lantern, eight feet high, from which depends a moil 
fuperb and beautiful chandelier of glafs. In the center 
of the Library (which is furnifhed with an ex^enfive 
and valuable colle&lon of books) is another elegant 
chandelier ; the cafes for the toys and books are orna- 
mented with the bufts of the poets, and luftres of glafs 
contribute to the decoration of other parts of the 
room; a fuperb mirror is placed over the chimney 
piece and the fpace above the mirror is occupied by a 
figure of Minerva, well executed ; the chimney piece 
is beautified with the nine inufes, in Mr. Thorpe, of 
Princes Street's patent. compofition, which, together 
with the ornaments upon the walls and columns, and 
the? decorations xm the ceiling, do great credit to the 
tafte and execution of that ingenious artift. Without 
the building, on two fides, is a handfome colonnade, 
under which the company may walk without being 
incommoded by the rain or fun: the impreflions of 
magnificence and grandeur which are excited when 
this fuperb building is brilliantly illuminated, and filled 
with beauty, ta/le, and elegance, beggar all defcription. 
The nobility and gentry, ever ready to reward merit, 
have honoured Mr. Hall with their moft diflinguifhed 
patronage, and have left him no reafon to repent of 
his exertions for their pleafure and amufement: under 
this building are very extenftve Wine Vaults, belong- 
C 2 ing 
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ing to the fame proprietor ; who being the importer of 
his own liquors, is enabled to fupply the tables of the 
company, with every fort of the firft quality, and at 
mod reafonable prices. A good engraving of the infide 
of the Library, from a drawing of Mifs Keate's, of 
Charlott# Street, Bloomfbury, and executed with great 
tafte. by Mr. Malton, of Conduit Street, may be had 
at Mr. Hall's. The Poft Office adjoins the Library, and 
Is under Mi*. Hall's direction. Yhe Theatre Royal, 
built about three years ago, is a neat and elegant 
flruclure after the model of Covent Garden; its 
fcenery was executed by Mr Hodgms : the Patentees 
Nfate and Robfon, are not wanting in any thing which 
can render their new undertaking worthy fupport ; 
good afters are retained at large falaries, and every 
attention is paid by the afting manager to the accom- 
modation and entertainment ol the pYrblick. 

Befides the grarid Library, there are two others in the 
Church Field, kept! by Mr. Silver, and Mr. Champion; 
and a fourth near the water, in a very pleafant filia- 
tion, kept by Mr. Garnei, each of which bas a good 
collection ol books; there arc «Hb feveral Coffe e 
? Rooms for the reception of Ladies and Gentlemem 
where the publick papers are read, and tea and card 
parties frequently formed ; indeed nothing is omitted 
that can in any degree contribute to the convenience 

or 
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or pleafure of the nobility and gentry who refort to 

this place/ 

A bank has been for fevera! years opened here, by 
Meffrs. Cobb and Son, whofe fidelity and punftuality 
in bufinefs have rendered their eflabiifluneiu a very 
great publick convenience. 

M/ith regard to the efficacy of fea bathing, it is 
fufficient to obferve, that in ali cafes where general 
bathing can be of fervice, the fea is at leafl equal to 
any other bath; and in ali cutaneous and glandular 
diforders vaftly fuperior. If warm bathing is neceflaiy, 
theie are at Mitchcner's two fait water baths,on a very 
getf3 conftniftion, which may be filled in a few 
minutes, and the water brought to any degree of heat? 
with the greatefl facility. After bathing in the fea it is 
ufual to walk, the place's taoft frepuented are the fort 
and rope walk 5 although when the tide is out, the 
company often ramble upon the fands to coHeft {hells 
and fea weed, many varieties of which are to be found 
in the neighbourhood of Margate. The fands extend 
feveral miles on each fide of the town, and may be 
paffed with fafety four or five hours in a day. The 
o^eanupon the one hand, with a great many fliips in 
view, fleering different courfes, and the caverns and 
grottos worn in tb* high chalky clifls on the other, 

contribute 
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contribute to form a (bene at once awfully grand and 
pleafingly romantic. 

Near the fort has been lately erefted an exceeding 
good room, where the company often breakfaft and 
drink tea, and adjoining is a neat bowling green with 
alcoves ; the profpeft from hence is delightful ; every 
vefTel failing to and from London, is within a fhort 
diitance, and forms a moving pifture, beautiful beyond 
defcription : two oftagon rooms have been lately built 
by Mr Booth, at oppofue corners of the green, for the 
better accommodation of the company, and an orcheftra 
lor the band of mufic which_attends every Monday in 
the feafon, on the publick breakfafts at Profpeft Coffee 
Houfe. Near this place Captain Hooper has erefted 
^ curious horizontal windmill, for the purpofe of grind* 
ing corn, upon fo large a fcale, and of fuch wonderful 
mechanifm, as to render it well worthy the infpe&ion 
of all who are fond of the produ&ions of art and 
ingenuity. ^ 

In fine weather, parties frequently divert themfelve3 
with fifhing, or in vifiting fuch fhips as are" lying ^t 
anchor in the road, the company will alio be able with 
great fafety, and at an eafy expence, to take a view 
of the mofl remarkable places, in the Netherlands, 
Holland, and France j as there are paquets regularly 
failing between Margate and Oftend ; the diftance is 

but 
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but twenty leagues, which with a fair wind they run 
in nine or ten hours ; feveral pleafant tours may be made . 
within a fliort time in Flanders, Holland or France, and 
an excurfion to the continent for ten or twelve days 
would afford great entertainment to perfons defirous of 
feeing it, In that time may be vifited with great 
eafe, Bruges, Ghent, BrufTels,. the Hague, Liege, die 
Spa, Cambray, and St, Omers ; a particular descrip- 
tion of which places, with an accurate account of their 
diftances from each other, the belt routes, and other 
articles of ufeful information is to be found in a (mail 
publication, entitled the Traveller's Vade Mecum 
through the Netherlands, Holland, and France, publifb- 
ed by Mr. Hall. 

For the convenience of the company, the poll comes 
in from London daily, Monday excepted, ^ul returns 
thither every day but Saturday 5 and coaches as well 
as diligences run-continually. 

There is a good market here exceedingly well fup- 
ply'd with butchers meat, poultry, filh, and vegeta- 
bles; having an eafy communication by water with the 
metropolis, the fbops are well provided with all kinds 
of articles, in the various branches of trade. The hoys 
andyatchs, fail to and from London every day, and the 
expence for each Paflenger is very moderate. They 
are all well fitted up, and in fome of them one or two 

feparate 
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ftparate eabbins may be hired, (b that families can be 
as genteelly accommodated as in their own pJeafure 
boats. The paflage is frequently made in ten or twelve 
hours Ahe moft favourable wind to London is Eaft, 
South Eaft; and the beft from that place, Wtfc 
North Weft. 

The church of Margate is dedicated to St. John the 
baptift, and was built in the year one thoufand and 
fifty : it was formerly a chapel to Minfter, but was 
made parochial in one thoufand two hundred and 
ninety. In it are many monuments of great antiquity, 
and others of a later date ; to the memory of feveral 
families of diftinftion in the neighbourhood, for the 
accommodation of the company,feats have been erefted 
in the middle chancel* prayers are lead, every We<}nef- 
day, an#Friday, andf an additional fermon preached 
every Sunday during the fummer feafon r for which 
extra duty the curate is very liberally rewarded by the 
fubfcribers to his book at the libraries. 

Among the improvements at this place, mqft be 
mentioned the fchools : there are two fo* the reception 
of young ladies, and one good boarding fchool in the 
town, and another in the church-field for young gentle* 
men ; befides a private feminary lately eft abliftied by a 
very refpedable and intelligent clergyman ; fo that the 
health, and the education of the children who come 

for 
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for the benefit of fea bathing mav,be both attend- 
ed to # 

There are alfo feveral good boarding houfef, where* 
fuch Gentlemen and Ladies as may not choofe the 
trouble of keeping houfe, will find themfelves very 
comfortably, and genteelly accommodated. 

A Phyfician of great ability is tefident in the town, 
and feveral good Surgeons and Apothecaries. 

A Charity School has been lately eftabhflied for the 
education of forty boys, and an equal number of girls ; 
fupported by the voluntary fubfcriptions of the inhabi- 
tants, and much afiifted by the liberal donations of the 
mobility and gentry who refort to Margate in 'the 
fumraer. 

The following account of the Fort, from Lewist 
may not perhaps be difagreeable j *• A little above the 
" town of Margate, to the Northward, is a fmall piece 
" of ground called the Fort, which has been a long 
** time put to that ufe, and was formerly maintained 
" at the parifh charge ; a large and deep ditch is. on 
" the land fide of it next the town, which ufed to be 
" fcoured and kept clean of weeds and rubbifh ; at its 
" entrance towards the Eaft, was a flrong gate, which 
" was kept locked, to preferve the ordnance, arms 

D •• and 
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11 and .ammunition, for here were two brafs guns, 
" which the parifti bought and repaired at their own 
•' charge ; here was likewife a watch houfe, in which 
M men ufed to watch with trie parifh arms in time of 
*' war. This place is ftill made ufe of; a ranker is 
•• appointed by the Government, with a falary af 
«• twenty pounds a year, and a flag hoi fled upon 
"occafion: there are likewife fent hither from the 
" Tower, ten or twelve pieces of ordnance, with 
" carriages. This provifion is not only a great fafe- 
" guard to the town, but a means of preferving mer- 
" chartt (hips going round the North -Foreland into. 
•' the Downs, from the enemies privateers, which often 
" lurk thereabouts to fnap up (hips failings that way, 
" which cannot fee them behind the land. For as 
• " thefe privateers lie expofed to the places on . the 
" other fide of the Foreland, particularly Bradflow, an 
" account is fent to the gunner of this fort, who gives 
" notice to the Ihips failing that way, of their danger, 
" by hoifting a flag, and firing a gun.*' 

Since Lewis's time the appointment of a gunner lias 
been difcontinued, the gate at the entrance of the fort 
taken away, and .the large and deep ditch has been 
converted into a fmall fquare. Several pieces of 
ordnance are however ftill remaining in the fort, but 
it is now made ufe of only as a pleafant walk after' 
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bathing, or for an evening ramble ; as it commands a 
very delightful view of the fea, 

Iti the fummer of the year one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and eighty- eight, a fern ale-bcaked whale came on 
fhore at Margate. It was twenty-feven feet in length, 
and in its girth feventeen ; Dale, in his Hiftory of 
Harwich, defcribes a fi(h of this kind, and Mr. Pennant 
places it among the cetaceous fifh without teeth j ,but 
Mr. Hunter, Surgeon, of this place, in differing the 
head of the filh firft mentioned, difcovered four teeth 
juft penetrating the gums, in the lower jaw, which led 
him to conjefture that this animal had fcarcely attained 
half -its growth, arid that its common length might, 
when the whale was full grown, be at leaft fixty feet. 

About three- quarters of a mile from Margate, i| 
Drapers, an Alms-houfe, or Hofpital, founded by 
Michael Yoakly of this parilh ; it was built iti the 
year feventeen hundred and nine, and con (ids of ten 
very comfortable apartments, one of which is appro- 
priated for an overfeer, and the other for poor perfons 
belonging to the parifhes of St. John, St. Peter, Bir- 
chington, and Acole: they are allowed coals and a 
yearly ftipend, and have each a flip of ground, as a 
garden j this inilitution being intended for the relief 
oftndrgence, not for the encouragement of idlenefsj the 
founder hatpin his will fpecified the qualifications of 
D 2 fuch 
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fuch as are to be admitted ; they mult- be induftrious 
and of a meek, humble, and quiet fpirit; the company 
frequently form parties to drink tea at fome of the 
apartments, in all which a great degree of neatnefs and 
fimplicity is to be found. The humane heart, bleffed 
with fenfibility, muft enjoy a luxurious repaft, in ob- 
Terving the effects of that benevolence which has 
rendered fo many w6rthy objects comfortable in the 
decline of life, after having perhaps weathered many 
of its calamities and ftorms. The (Upend given at 
Drapers being found not fo fully adequate to* the in- 
tentions of its charitable founder, as formerly," owing 
to the increafe which has taken place in the price of 
provifions fince it was originally allowed ; George 
Keate, Efq. has, with his Ufual benevolence, for feve- 
ral years promoted a fubfeription among the company, 
by which a conflderable addition has been made to the 
comforts, and conveniences of thefe poor people. 

At Nafli Court, about a mile from Margate, are the 
remains of an ancient feat of a good family. In the 
reign of Henry IV. it was in the pofTeflion of the 
Garwintons of Beakfbourne, and afterwards, by inter- 
marriages, paiTed into the families of Haut and Ifaack; 
the memory of which alliances is preferved upon the 
painted glafs, in the windows of this manfion, on 
which the arms of tne feveral families are delineated. 
It has been ufed lately as a tea garden. # 

About 
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About a mile and a half from Margate is the ruin 
of a fine old manfion, called Dandelion ; this was the 
feat of a family, in ancient times, called Denude £»ion t 
as appears by divers old deeds, fome of which are of 
fuch antiquity as to be without a date; andibme as high 
as Edward I but about the reign of Henry IV. the 
name appears to have received its prefent appellation. 
In this laft prince's time the eftate belonged to John 
Dandelion* who is buried in- the North chancel of the 
church at Margate ; on the ftone over his grave is hit 
effigies in brafs, and under it an infeription, declaring 
that he died upon the day of the invention of the 
holy crofs t in the year one thoufand four InindrexLand 
forty-five; the name, from the failure of male iffue> 
upon his death became extinft. This feat was anciently 
Availed round, according to the old manner of fortify- 
ing againft bows and arrows ; part of the wall is ftill 
flanding; with the gatehoufe, built with brick and flints 
in rows, having loop holes and battlements at top. 
Over the main gate are the arms of Dandelion, namely, 
fable three lions rampant, between two bars d ancette 
argent. On the right hand of this gate, is a {mailer one 
for common ufe, at the right corner of which is a 
blank efcutcheon, and on the left a demy lion, with a 
label out* of its mouth, on which is written in the old 
Saxon characters, Daundelion. U nder the right fide of 
the gate, as you go from the farm yard, was found, in 
the year feventejsn hundred and three, a room large 

enough 
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enough to bold tight or ten men, in which was a 
great .many: pieces of lachrymatory urns, of earth and 
glafs ; Mtides the other fide of the, .gate is a well pr ifon : 
la the window of the dining room in the manfion 
houfe,' are the 4*rms of Dandelion, quartered withthofe 
•fiPetit: Thfc houfe is now occupied by a tenant, 
irho haa fitted it up fcJr the reception of parties who 
walk or ride that way, and choofe to refrelh them- 
felvea; a good t^owHng^gncen has been made, planted 
round with evergreens and flowering {hrub$, and upon 
tJu* Terrac* raided above the green, are alcoves ior the 
Ladies, who frequently drink tea in them, while the 
gemlemfen are playing bowls : The walk to this place 
34 extremely pleafanr, and in many parts of the rojad, 
affords a fine view of the fea, of the Ifle of Sheppy f 
aod.ofthe Reculverfi- 

There is. a public breakfaft at Dandelion every 
Wcdnefday in the feafbn ; a band of mufic attends, 
and cotillions and country dances beguile the hours on 
the green until two o'clock.- It. is but juflice to fay 
that Mr. Staines, the original projeftor of this public 
amiafenent, and the prefent occupier of the farm, 
(pares neither pains nor expence to render Dandelion 
one of the moft pleafing fcenes in the neighbourhood ; 
and it is univerfally acknowledged by thofe who vifit 
it, that they depart with much reluclance from th'is 
... fweet 
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fweet retreat, and derive the greateft fatisfadkin from 
the entertainment and attention they mefet with there* 

In order to accommodate a few families who may 
wi(h torefide near this delightful fpot, Mn Staiacs hat, 
at a great expence, built fome very good lodging 
houfes near the grove, which mud prdve- avery de* 
lightful fummer rcfidence. ... 

Hengrove in the parifh of Margate is a manor tha* 
forrherly belonged to Sir Henty of Sandwich, to whoto 
Robert Abbot, of Sh Auftin's granted a licenfe, in the 
year one thoufand two hundred and thirty, to build a 
chapel or oratory, in which be might caufe divine fcrvice 
to be celebrated by his own chaplain. The ruins of 
this little chapel are ftiil to be feen in an open fieM near 
the great road leading from Margate to Sandwkh, 
without any houfe or building near it. 

Salmefton or Salmanfton Grange is another manor 
in the parith of Margate, formerly belonging tolhe 
monafiery of St; Auftins. While the monks were 
poffefled of this eiHte they farmed it themfelves, and 
occupied the man fi on houfe, as a Country rdfidence* 
Upon the diholution of the monaftery, this Grange fell 
to the crown, and was given by Queen Elizabeth to 
the Archbifhopt by whom it is iebfed out on lives. 
The tenant of thiseftate is obliged by hisfcafo, to pay 

to 
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to the vicars of St. John, of St. Peter, and St. Law- 
rence every Midfummer day two bufhels of wheat. And 
the firft week in Lent to twenty four poor parifhioners of 
Minder, St John, St. Peter and St. Lawrence, fix from 
each parifh, nine loaves and eighteen herrings, and in 
the middle of Lent the fame : and alfo to twelve poor 
parilhionersof the faid four pariflies three from each 
two ells of blanket : and alfo to every poor man and 
woman' coming to Salman ft one on Monday and Friday, 
from May the third, to June the twenty-fourth, one difli 
ofpeafe.* But this laft claufefays Lewis is alrabft ob- 
folete, owing as it is faid to the tenants, taking advan- 
tage of the vague meaning of difh, the word ufed in 
the leafe, and accordingly giving the poor people fo 
fewpeafe that it was not worth their while to go for 
them. The walls of the chapel and 'infirmary are (till 
entire, but the windows being demolifhed, and the in- 
fide ornaments taken away, one of thefe buildings is 
now ufed as a barn, the other as a granary. 

To the left of Margate, between Northdown and 
Kingfgate, are Hac kendo wn banks, two barrows 
of earth, which mark the fpot whereon a bloody battle 
was fought between the Danes and Saxons in the year 
eight hundred and fifty-three. The concurrent tefti- 
mony of hiftory, long tia<!icIon, and the etymology of 
the word ; Field of Battle Axes) and more particularly 
the urns and bone* tound buried there, leave little 

room 
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room to doubt the truth of this aftion. One of thefc 
banks was opened on the twenty-third of May, 4 in the 
year feventeen hundred and forty-three, by Mr. 
Thomas Read, owner of the lands, in the prefence of 
many hundred people: A little below the furface of the 
ground, were found feveral graves, cut out of , the folid 
chalk, and covered with flat ftones : They were no 
more than three feet long, and the bodies feemedto have^ 
been thnlft into them almoft double : feveral urns made 
of courfe earthen ware, and capable of holding two or 
three quart?, had been buried with them, which 
crumbltd into dull upon being expofed to the air : The 
bones were large, but not gigantick, and for the moft 
part perfeflly found* In June feventeen hundred and 
fixty-five, the imaller tumulus was opened by order of 
Henry, Lord Holland, who had purchafed the ground ; 
the appearances were fimilar to the former, but no urns 
were found. The beft hiftorians record the battle to 
have been fought fo near the fea, that many of the 
combatants werepufhed over the cliff during the aftion, . 
«nd it feems probable that moft of the (lain were 
thrown over afterwards, as no other remains of bodies 
appear to have been found. 

In memory of this battle Lord Holland has cre&cd 
a monument in the ftyle of antiquity, with a proper 
infeription, on the larger of the two banks,

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At a fmall diflance from thefc banks, is a breach ia 
the cliff, formerly called by the inhabitants Bartho- 
lomew Vgate, if om a tradition, that it was finifhed upon 
the feftival of that faint,; it is now denominated King le- 
gate ; which latter appellation it received by order of 
King Charles II. who landed v hcrc with the Duke of 
York, on the thirteenth of June, fixteen hundred and 
eighty-three.

At this plaqe, fituated on a pleafant bay, Hands the 
delightful feat of the late Lord Holland, intended by 
its architect Sir Thomas Wynne (now Lord New- 
♦borough) to rcprefent Tolly's Formian Villa, on the 
>coaft of Bai^e ; the faloon of Neptune, and fome othes 
of the apartments are very fine; on the front of the 
houfe towards the fea is a noble portico oi the Doric 
^order ; the wings are faced with fjjuared flint of curious 
E a workmanfliipj 
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workmanfliip ; the back front confifts of fevefal build- 
ings exaftly anfwaring to each other upon the oppo* 
fite fides of .the garden, the whole being connected 
with furprifing convenience: Here arealfo a great 
number of antique marble columns, ftatues, bufls, vafes, 
purchased in Italy at a very confiderable expence. The 
cieling of the great faloon was painted by Mr. Hake- 
well, junior of Broad Street, Soho Square* ;. the beautiful 
columns of Scagliola in 'imitation of Porphyre, were 
, executed by Meffrs Bartoliand Richter; of great New- 
port Street. London, who have fince raifed thofe of the 
Pantheon in that city. The garden is very neat : At 
the upper end of the long walk leading to the Convent 
is a beautiful column of black Kilkenny marble, ere&ed 
to the memory of the late Countefs of Hilfborough, and 
called Cobnteis Pillar, with this inscription

Margaret of Kildare, 
Countefs of Hilfborough, 
And alas ! in memory to

Nor is there a greater Angularity in the ftru&ure of thi 
*Houfe, than in the form of the feveral buildings ereflted 
ori the adjacent grounds, which are fo contrived as to 
Teprefent ruined edifices of antiquity, the moft confi- 
derable oi thefe are the convent, the caftle and the 

beadhoufe 
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beadhoufe which' contribute at once to the advantage 
and the entertainment of their proprietor: the traveller 
alfo is pleafed and Turpi ized with the .Angularity of 
finding a number of fnug fifhermen's huts, within the 
waUs of a convent, of feeing a formidable caftle afford- 
ing (he Iter to his horfes* and of experiencing himfelf 
in a beadhoufe all the comforts and conveniences of an 
JLnglift tavern. The convent defigned to repreftnt one 
of thofe ancient monaflaries formerly fo numerous in this 
kingdom, con (ids of a noble gateway and porters lodge 
divided into two fmall, and one very large apartment* 
The adjoining cloifter contains five cells, inhabited bjr 
feyeral ppor and induftrious families ; an ancient mo- 
nument appears amidft the ruins of the chapel, on whic& 
reft two figures, whom, you rnay fuppofe to have been 
two of the old Reguli of the kingdom of Kent, 

Countefs Fort contains a round tower quite in ruins, 
with a circular outwork in the manner of our ancient 
fortifications ; it was defigned by the axchiteft for an 
Icehoufe The caftle is exaftly in the ftile of building 
of thofe raifed by Edward the firft in Wales, to fecure 
the conqueft of that mountainous country ; it fervet 
the family for coach houfes, and (tables. The gate or 
paffage to the fea, has the remains of a portcullis to 
present any fudden attack from Privateers. The top 
of the Gothick arch ferves as a line of communication 
between the North and South fides of a faluting plat- 
form 
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form of twenty four pieces of cannon, on the fide oi 
the gate next the fea, is infcribed in Saxon chara&ert 
God blefe Barth'lem's gate, the beadhoufe has the 
appearance of a chapel dedicated to St Peter the patron 
of fifhermen and. of the parifh church ; it 4ms always 
been a houfe of entertainment, parties are l oftcn formed 
in the feafon to dine or to drink tea there, and meet 
with the greateft civility and attention from Mrs. 
^raggV the prefent tenant.

At the diftanCe of half a mile from Kingfgate, is the 
Northforeland, the oantium of Ptolomey, and the ex* 
-treme eaftern point of England. This cape projeds 
into the fea, in the form of a billion, on which is a 
ftrongo£tagon light houfe of fquared flint, *ere&ed in 
thfe year bnfc thoufand fix hundred and eighty-three; 
Vtofrgg fire of coals is lighted every n!|{ht on th^top 
of it, and kept blazing until day, as a direction to fihips 
failing near the coaft. Every Britifh veffd . going 
round this point, pays two-pence upon each ton, and 
every foreign one four-pence, towards the fupport of 
. this light : It is under the dire&ion o£ the Elder Bre- 
thren of the Trinity Houfe. At Stone, a final! dif- 
tance from hence, a pteafant country feat was built 
a few years ago, by Sir ChaVles Raymond, for his film- 
mer refiSericfe: it is now the property of Wm. JJreton/ 
Efq. — I am almoft tempted to hazzard a conjefture, 
that this place,, from its name, might have been the 
Lapis TituK of the Romans j to fix whofe fhuation, 
has fo much engaged the attention of our antiquarians. 
Not far from hence, formerly flood one of thofe beacons, 
which ufed to be fired to alarm the country, in cafe of 
invafion : it confilb of a tall piece of timber, at whofe 

top, 
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top, through a pully, was an iron chain to draw up a 
barrel of lighted pitch, on that occafion : a few years 
fince, fome remains of this timber was dug up* on the 
top of the Beacon-hill, about fifty-five rods nearei to 
Stone than the prefent light houfe : in the year fifteen 
hundred and one, frequent mention is made of lands 
lying near or about the Beacon, juxta le beken, apud 
le beken, viam ducent ad le Beken. 

. Hence we defcend to, Broadftairs, a confiderable 
hamlet, in the parifh of St. Peter ; it is a fea port, and 
here are the ruins of an old gateway, built with Hone 
and flint, and formerjy defended by a portcullis, to pre- 
vent the inroads of privateers ; here are alfo the re- 
mains of a Romifh chapel, once held in fuch venera- 
tion by failors, that fhips, as they paffed this way, ufed 
to lower their top-fails to falute it. Upon the fecond 
day of February, feventeen hundred and fixty-two, a 
large male whale, of the fpermaceti kind, came on 
fijore at this place, whofe dimenfions were as fol- 
•lows:

Many new buildings have been lately ere&ed at 
Broadftairs, and fuch families who may not choofe to 
mix in the gaity and pleafure of a public place, will 
find this little town, a very pleafant and eligible fitu« 
ation* 

One mile to the weft of Broadftairs, is the pleafant 
village of St. Peters, whichjias an exceeding beautiful 
little church, the tower of which, is a well-known fea 
mark, and commands an extenfive profpeft from its 
top ; there is a great crack in the fteeple of this church, 
-from the fummit to the bottom, which is faid to have 
been occafioned by the (hock of an earthquake, in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth* 

The town of Ramfgate is fituatedin a cove of the 
chalky cliff, upon the South fide of the ifland. It was 
originally an obfeure village, but of late years has been 
much improved. It is built in the form of a crofc, and 

G has 
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has many elegant and commodious houfes ; fince Tea- 
bathing has been fafluonable, Ramfgate has been much 
reforted to during the fummer. A very neat chapel 
of eafe has been lately ere ft ed. There is a good af- 
fembly room, and feveral good inns j an elegant toy 
{hop, and valuable and extenfive library, the bufinefs 
of which is conducted with much afliduity and atten-" 
tion by Mr. Burgefe. There are befides, a coffee 
room,near the fea, and an exceeding good billiard room. 
Warm fait -water baths, on a very* good conftruftion, 
have lately been compleated here* The lodging 
fioufes are convenient, many new ones having been 
built within thefe few years for the better accommo- 
dation of fummer vifitants. In confequence of an a& 
obtained a fhort time fince, the town has been paved, 
and a market eftabliflied, which is well fupplied with 
butcher's meat, poultry, filh, and vegetables. Hoys, 
and yatches compleatly fitted up for the reception of 
faflengers, lail twice a week to and from London, 
• to which place coaches and diligences run every morn- 
ing, returning thence every evening during the fum- 
mer. From the harbour is a delightful view of the 
Downs and the coaft of. France. The wal^s on the 
piers are exceedingly pleafant, as are thofe ' upon the 
cliffs, and on the fands« 

The new harbour, a ftupendous work, was begun, in 
the year leventeen hundred and fifty. It is builjt chiefly 

of 
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of white Purbeck (tone, and extends itfelf int& the 
ocean near eight hundred feet, before it forms an 
angle. Its breadth at top, is about twenty-fix feet, 
induding.a ftrong parapet, which runs all along its out- 
fide. The depth of the harbour increafes gradually 
from eighteen to thirty-fix feet, and its entrance is 
three hundred feet wide. This harbour is intended as 
a place of refuge for (hips,. in hard gales of wind from 
South- ea ft, to Weft, North-weft when they are.expofed 
to the utmoft danger in the Downs 5 and the ihelter it 
has already afforded to numerous (hipping fufficiently 
proves its utility. In December feventeen hundred and 
eighty-nine, there were upwards of one hundred and 
twenty fail in the bafon, or inner harbour, at one time, 
and in the outer harbour above thirty. An additional 
work is now carrying on from the Eaft pier head, which 
is to extend three hundred feet farther into the ocean, 
this, when compleated, it is fuppofed will make the 
mouth of the harbour more commodious. 

Ramfgate is in the parifti of St. Lawrence, but main- 
tains its poor feparately. 

St. Lawrence is a very pleafant village, which de- 
rives its appellation from the faint ,of that name, to 
whom the church is dedicated : it is about two miles 
South of St. Peters, and four from Margate,' was for*, 
merly under Minfler, but made parochial and a vica- 
1 G 2 rag c 
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age in the year one thoufand two hundred and feventy- 
five. At a fmall diftance from the church to the eaft- 
ward are the remains of a chapel, dedicated to the 
holy Trinity, now converted into a cottage j in this 
chapel was founded a chauntry, for the fupport of which, 
feveral lands hereabouts were given, which were feized 
by the crown at the time of the reformation. In this 
parifh, was born one Joy, who in King William the 
Third s reign had fuch reputation for ftrength, that he 
was called theEnglifh Sampfon, and the Strong Man of 
Kent, and had the honour to perform feveral of his 
feats before the king and royal family. In the year 
fixteen hundred and ninety-nine, this man's pifture was 
engraved, with the representation of feveral of his per- 
formances ; among which were the pulling againft an 
exceeding ftrong horfe; breaking a rope which would 
bear thirty-five hundred weight, and lifting two thou- 
fand two" hundred and forty pounds. 

About a mile from Rarrifgate, is an extenfive and 
beautiful bay, near a fmall village, called Pegwell : par- 
ties are frequently formed for dining or drinking tea 
at this place ; and there is a houfe on a very pleafant 
fpot fitted up for their accommodation. 

Between Ramfgate and Sandwich are the remains 
of the ancient Stonar ; fuppofed by Ufher and feveral 
other antiquarians, to have been the Lapis XiUjli of 

. , ' the 
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* the Romans : the church ftood on a finall eminence, 
about half a mile from the River Stour, to the eaft- 
ward of the great road* This town feems to have 
been populous in the time of William Rufus, as ap- 
pears from a court's having been held at Stonar in that 
king's reign, by tht juflices, in which it was agreed 
between the men of Lundenyic, or Sandwich, and the 
people of Stonar, that th^abbot's privileges fliould ex- 
tend from the fhore, to the middle of the water of 
the Wantfum. This town was plundered and burnt 
by the French in the year thirteen hundred and eighty- 
five, from which it never afterwards recovered. Har- 
ris fays, that its ruins occupying feveral acres, were to 
be feen about a century ago, but had when he wrotebeen 
jull removed, in order to render the land fit for tillage, 
and that fuch parts of the rubbifh as could not be ufed 
any otherwife, had formed that bank which remained 
between the two houfes. Some fait works have been 
lately carried on near this place, of curious conftruc- 
tion. The fea water is drawn, during the fummer 
months, into broad (hallow pahs of great extent, where 
having continued until its watery parts have been ex- 
haled by the fun, it is conveyed into large boilers, and 
chriftalized in the ufual manner by evaporation. The 
fait thus prepared, is found to partake of the qualities 
of bay fait, and to anfw er all its purpofes, having this 
advantage, that being perfeSly tranfparent, it excells 
it in the beauty of its appearance. 

About 
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About a mile to the right of Stqnar is Richboroagh, 
the Rutupise of the Roman?; tit is fuppofed to have 
been their firft and moll confiderable ftation in thi$ 
kingdom, where their forces ufually landed. Many of 
their coins have been found here. It is (aid to have 
continued a place of great note, about a tjioufand years, 
dowrt to the time of the Anglo Saxons ; when both the 
town and caftle, built by Vcfpafian, for its defence, 
were finally ruined by the Danes, about the year one 
thoufartd and ten. No tracev of ^is city are to be 
found ; its v£ry ruins are no more, and the ground on 
which it flood, is become an open corn field ; the re- 
mains of the caftle are ftill vifiWe. and are well worthy 
the notice of the antiquary ; its walls, whofe original 
height cannot be afcertained, becaufe imperfeft, are 
in focne places twelve feet thick, and compofed of 
flints and Roman bricks, thefe latter are fixteen inches 
long, eleven broad, and one and a half thick, of great 
hardnefs* This caftle had two gates, one on the 
Weftern, the other on the Northern fide. The wall to 
the Eaft is quite demolished, by the fall of the cliff, and 
tbev ruins are overgrown with ivy. Upon an eminence 
Hear the caftle, are the remains of the' Caftrenfian 
Amphitheatre made of turf, for the exercife and diver- 
fion of the garrifon: the foil is gravel and fand, long 
fince plowed over. Thofe who may be defirous of 
more particulars relative to Richborough, fliould con* 
fult Dr. Battley's elegant Txeatife upon that fubjefi, a

I mull net omit to remark, that ftrangers will find 
the roads in the Ifle of Thanet, very intricate, as they 
crofs and interfeft each other in aln&oft every direQion; 
but that thefe intricacies are eafily unravelled by Mr. 
Hall's Map, taken from an a&ual furvey of the ifland 
(by that very accurate and intelligent fiirveyor, Mr- 
Hogben) which marks the roads with the greateft ex- 
a&nefc, and precifely afecrtains their diftances. A 
flranger with this map in his pocket, can never be at 
a loft to determine, how many miles any particular 
place is from another, or to fix its lite or bearings, and 
therefore can fland in need of no other guide to direft 
him in his excurftons.

Near Margate, about four miles to the fouihward, is 

the village of Birchington. In the church, which is 

dedicated to All Saints, are feveral ancient monuments, 

belonging to the families of Ouekes and Crifpes, whole 

manfion flill bearing the former name, is about half a 

mile iroro. the townc From this houfe> Henry Crifpc, 

Efq. a man of very confiderable property, and who had 

formerly been high fherjff of the county, was carried, 

forcibly, a prifoner to the Spanifli Netherlands. The ' 

following account of that ^anfaft ion, communicated by ' 

the late Hon, Mrs. Rooke> of St Lawrence, near 

Canterbury, 
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Canterbury, and found among the writings of the 
eftate of Stona, in the Ifle of Thanet, may not, per- 
haps be difagreeable to the reader* 

Concerning Henry Crifpe, Efq. being carried by force to 
Bruges, in Flanders, in 1657. 
«• Henry Crifpe, Efq. of Quex, in the lfland of 
•* Thanet, in Kent, was forcibly and violently, in the 
"nighttime, without his will, taken and carried out 
u of his then dwelling houfe, at Qtiex, in the parifh of 
" Birchington, near the fea fide, by certain EogliQi- 
" men and others, and by force carried to Bruges, in 
" Flanders, and detained there, as a prifoner, until 
" three thoufand pounds fliouldbe paid for his ranfom. 
•• Henry Crifpe, a few days after his arrival at Bruges, 
•• lent to his brothers fon, Thomas Crifpe, Efq. ; who 
•• then lived near Quex, to come over to him, at Bru- 
•• ges, to give him afliftance in thofe great exigencies 
" and extremities, and accordingly he went over to 
" him, and after fome dd vice taken there, HenryCrifpe 
M difpatched his nephew, Thomas Crifpe, into England, 
••. there to join his endeavours, together, with the on- 
u deavours of his (on, SirNieholas Crifpe, Knight, then 
'* in England, for his ranfom and enlargment, and 
" to raife money for that purpofe, both which they 
" found great difficulty to effeft, becaufe that Oliver 
" Cromwell, having at that time taken upon him the 
" government of the nation, and fufpe&ing, that the 

" taking 
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" taking away Mr.Henry Crifpe, was cwly a collnfion, 
" whereby to colour the lending or giving three thou-; 
€# fand pounds to King Charles II. then bey<5nd the 
" feas: Oliver Cromwell and his junto did cafl a coun* 
•* cil, and made an order, that the faid Henry Crifpe 
" mould not be ranfomed ; whereupon much difficulty 
" arofe, to procure a licenfe to ranfom Henry Crifpe, 
" which put Sir Nicholas Crifpe and the faid Thomas 
" Crifpe to great trouble and expence to obtain. Sir 
" Nicholas Crifpe died before his father was ranfomed, 
** and then the whole care devolved on Thomas Crifpe f 
«• to obtain the licenfe, and to raife money, and after 
M the death of Sir Nicholas Crifpe, he returned back t# 
" Bruges, to acquaint Henry Crifpe, that he could not 
* raife fufficient money in England for his ranfom, to 
u be fyddenty done without the fate of fome part of 
** his eftate; and hereupon he impowered his nephew, 
" Thomas Crifpe, and one Robert Darre^ Efq. to make 
" fale.of fome lands, for that purpofe, and all care and 
" diligence was ufed to haften the ranfom ; and Tho- 
'• mas Crifpe, in the winter's dangerous feafon of the 
" year, fix times pafled the feas, to comfort, and con- 
" fer with his uncle Henry Crifpe, in order to remove 
" all obftru£k>n$, and to raife money to redeem him 
" out of his imprifonment at Bruges, where he was 
" eight months, before releafed, and then returned to 
•• England, and died at Que*, July 35, 1663." This 
enterprize is faid to have been planned and executed,

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by Captain Gol4ing r of RamfgAtc, a fanguine royaiift : 
and was thus conduced* ^e party landed- at Gore- 
cod, near Birehingtqn, and at Que& t^ok Mr. Crifpe 
out of bis bed, without the: leaft rcftfta.nc** They con- 
veyed him: iji his own coach te the, fea r fide, where he- 
was, forced into* an open beat* without one of his do- 
njelics. being fuftred to attend him although that 
favour \faa earneJUy requefted^ He was carried firft 
to Oftend, and from, thence to Bruges, both which 
Rbce» were* then in the po.wer.of Spain, wjiich had 
been, federal yean a$ war with England. It appears,, 
tkat Mr.. Crifpe had been for forne time under appre* 
bortfkms o£ fuch an attack, ; bop hole*, for the dif- 
charge ofcraufkets bad been made in different parts o£ 
the boufa* and he is faid to have afforded very generous 
$ttmai2im*tts, to fucb of bis neighbours* as would 
, Wge there to. defend hi*a : but thefei precautions were

wind. The church at Birchington, is one of the chaw 
peb belonging to, Mooktoji, and the clerk had formerly 
fomc paciiliarpriwlege*^ differing from ihofe of other 
parifli clerks in the iflamd; befides certain fum# c4 
Sidney amewwing^^uaitcrly, to fivfc fhillings and 6*- 
pence, he bad paid him in kind* by the farmers twelve 
dop* anchwo iheaves of wheat, and twelve cops **i tiw 

Heaves 
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fheaves of barley; >ut in the year fixteen hundred arid 
thirty-eight, an afleffmemrwas tnade lly the parifliion* 
ers of Birchirtgtori, and df Villa Wood, wherein 
they fated their lands at fcwdvepence the fcore acres, 
and the cottages at fourpence each, for the clerk- s 
wages. In this village is a good imi; for the accommo- 
dation of fuch company as may chufe to dine or dririfc 
tea there ; which has an exceeding pteafant profpeft 
from the windbws of the dining room above flairs. 

About three miles from Birchmgton, to the Well- 
ward, is the, pleafant village of St. Nicholas : here are 
fe vend -good houfes, inhabited by many gentlemen of 
great fortune. The church is (ituated on a rifing ground, 
and was formerly a chapel to Reculver, but was made 
parochial about the year thirteen hundred, in the timfc 
of archbifhop W inchelfea.

About a mile frbm St. Nicholas, is Sarre, a fmall vil- 
lage, /ituated at the moft South Weftern extremity of 
the iflahd. It was formerly a fea port, and more po- 
pulous than it is now, being frequented by the fhijk 
which anchored here, in their paffage to and frojn thfc 
North mouth: in Bede's time, two ferry boats were 
-employed here in tranfporting men and cattle from 
the Me of Thanet to Eafl Kent, the water being about 
•three furlongs wide. It is conje&ured by Lewis that 
the North mouth was originally called Sarre, tiere >e- 

H 2 iig 
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Sng mention made m the Notitia, of a Britifli river of 
fliat name, and that the town of Sarre received its 
appellation from the river ; hut that in procefs ot time, 
the fea falling away at the Northmouth, and the water 
therefore failing,, the inhabitants gave it the name of 
Wantfume. In a rude map of this ifland, in a manu- 
script, formerly belonging to the abby of St. Auftins, 
is a pretty large boat placed here, with a woman habited 
as a religious, fitting in the ftern of it ; and a man in a 
porter's habit,with a crofs on his right arm, to fliew that 
he belonged to the Religious, and a ftaff in his b^nd, 
carrying a monk on his back to the boat ; which 
feems to intimate that, at. that time, the water was fp 
much fallen away, that the boat could not come up 
quite to the Chore. Upon the hill to the Eaflward of 
the town, about thirty rods on the left hand of the 
great road leading to Monkton, ftocd the parifh church, 
it was called by the name of St.Giles, its patron,to whom 
it was dedicated : this parifh was formerly arrearage, but 
fo fmall, that in King Richard the Second's time it 
was: not taxed to the tenth, and valyed at only fixty- 
fix fjiillings and eight-pence. The alteration made in 
this place by the failure of the Wantfume, probably 
occafioned the removal of many of the inhabitants, 
and thediflblution of this little vicarage j and the pa- 
rifh church was in confe tience fuffered to fall to de- 
cay. No mention has been made of this church, in 
any of the wHls which have been regiftered fines the 
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year thirteen hundred and ninetv-fix ; and at this time 
there are not the leaft traees of it remaining. The 
vicarage is now united to St. Nicholas, the vicar of 
which receives the froall tithes and offerings ; but the 
inhabitants />f Sarre, ftill maintain the diftiqftion of 
fupporting their own poor. It is a member of the , 
Port of Sandwich, aiid governed >y a deputy irora 
*tbat town. 

Being half way between Margate, Ramfgate, and . 
Canterbury, it has an exceeding good inn, for the ac- 
commodation and refreshment of the company, to and 
from the Ifle of Thanet. At this place is kept a fub- 
fcription pack of hounds, by the gentlemen of the 
Jfland. 

About two irjiles. from Sarre, nearer Margate, U 
Monkton ; which probably derived its name from its be- 
longing to the monks of Chrift Church, Canterbury; 
it is (ituated on the South fide of the ifland, and is fix 
miles ( from Margate. The church is dedicated to St* 
Mary Magdalene: the "body of it feems to have been, 
formerly, much larger than it is now, It confifts at pre- 
sent, but qf one aide, and a chancel > part of another 
aifle is flill to be feen, and the arches between the two 
remain in the wall, at prefent {landing* In jhe chan- 
cel are ftalls, in which the monks ufed to fit, and in the 
windows are fomc remains of painted glaft, among 
x which 
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^AichWefe'the heads of feveral of the Priors: at the 
Weft end of the church are iaid to have been the fol- 
lowing lihei :

• About two miles from Monkton, in a bottom, is 
Minfter. Eiomneva, daughter of Ercombert, king of 
Kent, built and founded an abbey at this place abeut 
the year fix hundred and* feventy, and furriflied it 
with Veiled virgins, becoming herfelf the firft abbefs; 
Mildred her daughter facceeded Ji£?4~«nd fo far ex- 
celled her mother in piety, that fhe wag canonized 
and the nunnery was afterwards tailed by her 
naifte. The church is the mofl ancient ftrufture in 
the ifland, ancl has threfe aides; in the choir, are 
eighteen collegiate flails ; on the floor of the church 
"flTnd in the fotch, are feveral large flat grave ftonefc 
Xfehich art very ancient. Upon the top *of the fpire 
of the fteeple, was formerly a gl6be, and upon that a 
woodert crofs, covered with lead, above which, was 
-a vane r and . upon that • a crofs* of iron. Thefe 
were» however removed by one Culmer, about the 
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year Gxteen hundred and forty-feven, Mfho had goftho 
fgqueftration of the living, upon the refutal of Br* 
Cafaubon, to take the covenant* this bigot fancying 
them to be monuments of idolatry : upon this Lewis 
wittily remarks that Culmer had but done his w»rk 
by halves, having left the church, built hi, the {prraof 
a crofs, flill remaining. In the laft century, a. pot a£ 
Romaji.filyer coins was ploughed up near ti^is place ^ 
they were chiefly of Lucius Aurelius Venjp*

a houfe of entertainment, univerfally a4mireifor iu 
beautiful prolpefi; the accommpda^ons are neat,an4 
the landlord exceedingly cwi\ and* v$ry attentive,* fy 
that parties who cbufe to. dine or drink te*j, \sill find 
themfelves vevy agreeably and; comfortably ejiterui*-* 
cd: nothing can e^eed, and, fcarce^ any profpeSj 
C<|ual the yje$r from tbp windows, of > the, fining rocsg 
above fLsuj$ :< pn the one, band. may be fia^n the fy'wfl 
ohheReculvers, thelfle of Shepey, the Nore, tfte raoatfc 
of the RiverThamcs, and the Queen's Channel^. 99 tli^ 
other, the Cliffs of Calais, the Downs, the <jSir*ii$ t of 
Dover, the towns of Deal and Sandwich, great part of 
Eaft Kent, the ftatdy Banquetting Houfe or the Earl 
of Guilford, at Walderfllare, the fpires of Wood net 
burgh and Afli, the ruins of the ancient caftle oi Rich- 
borough, the fertile meadows of Mynftre and Monk- 
ton with the River Wantfum meandering through 
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the vale, the venerable gothic tower of the cathedral at' 
Canterbury, and a compafs of hills about a hundred 
miles io extent terminating the profpeft. 

Adjacent to Mount Pleafant, a little nearer to the 
Margate road, is Cleve ; a very handfome hpufe the 
property of NIr/ Farrer, but at prefent, not the pltfce 
©f his refidence; it has an excellent garden, and a very 
delightful profpecl. 

Not far from- Cleve, in a valley between that place 
and Birchington, is Acole, a final! village, which was 
formerly called Mill Burgh, and had a chapel, lituated 
about a mile from the town at Villa Wood ; this cha.' 
pel belonging to Monkton, was ferved by a curatei 
nntil the year fifteen hundred and fixty-three, when 
the fcrvice was difcontinued, and the building fuffered 
to fall to decay; fcarcely any traces of it are now to 
be feen; the parilMoners of Acole are aflefled to* 
wards the repairs of the chapel at Birchington, ftill, 
however preferving the diftinftion of maintaining their 
#wnpoor.
